Pros and Cons 


Lexington High’s freshman 
and sophomore classes will be 
experiencing a great change in 
the fall of 1992: they will be mov- 
ing into the new, modern Rock- 
bridge County High School 
which will incorporate Natural 
Bridge, Rockbridge and Lexing- 
ton High Schools. It will be com- 
pleted in the summer of 1992. 
Located near the Floyd S. Kay 
Technical Center, RCHS will 
provide its students with fa- 
cilities of the 90’s. There are, 
however, opposing viewpoints 
concerning the school. 

According to one student, 
“consolidation will be beneficial 
to me asa student.’” Among the 
more popular reasons for having 
the new high school are more 
and better class offerings, more 
modern equipment, and a lar- 
ger, more varied student body. 
Many teachers welcome the ar- 
rival of RCHS. “I’m looking for- 
ward to it,’’ says Mrs. Nellie 
Reynolds. She is especially ex- 
cited about the expanded com- 
puter use. Indeed, there are 
many benefits to having a school 
built in a modern style as op- 
posed to Lexington High, which 
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is now nearly thirty years old. 
“No, I don’t support consoli- 
dation; the education just won’t 
be the same,’’ comments an- 
other student. Arguments 
against consolidation include 
having a less personal relation- 
ship with teachers, losing the in- 
dividual attention available in a 
smaller school, and undergoing 
the awkwardness of suddenly 
converging with two other high 
schools. Many sophomores and 
freshman resent having to 
change high schools before their 
graduation. Perhaps the biggest 
concern among both students 
and teachers will be, as Mr. Rusty 
Crance says, “the loss of the Lex- 
ington High School identity.” 
Both positions on the issue of 
consolidation have reasonable 
arguments. There are obvious 
benefits that a modern school 
can provide; however, those be- 
nefits do come with a price 
attached. Continued input from 
students, teachers, and mem- 
bers of the community is the 
only way to guarantee the sat- 


isfaction of everybody involved.

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Dynamic 
Processes 


“Science is a place where a good time can be had by all.”

It is possible for science to be fun? Can one enjoy oneself as he 
takes the science courses offered here at LHS? The teachers who 
teach the science classes try their hardest to make their classes fun. 
Do they do a good enough job? 

Mr. Chris Bowring, who is the head of the Science Department, 
also teaches earth science to freshmen. Earth Science is a class where 
students try to answer these questions — What is dynamic equi- 
librium? How does density relate to galaxies and species? Students 
study such topics as the big bang theory, plate tectonics, volcanol- 
ogy, geologic mapping, theories of evolution and planetology. 

As a sophomore, students usually take Biology which is taught by 
Mr. Dan Lyons and Mrs. Cindy Shorter. Biology is an introductory 
course in the life sciences. In this course the research method is used 
to investigate the dynamic processes of all living organisms. Special 
emphasis is placed on the history of biology, physiology, cytology, 
genetics, zoology, botany, and human anatomy. 

Not all, but most, enroll in Chemistry their junior year. Students 
cannot take Chemistry unless they have completed or are currently 
enrolled in Algebra II. Thus, some juniors wait until their senior 
year to take Chemistry with Mr. Chip Coalter. Emphasis is placed 
on problems — solving techniques, laboratory experience, modern 
atomic theory, and thermodynamics. Generally students who have 
had the greatest success in math courses will have the most success 
in chemistry. 

Students who are still interested in the sciences their senior year 
have a choice of Advanced Biology or Physics. Advanced Biology is 
a course that emphasizes a deeper understanding of the processes 
studied in biology. The course covers such topics as ecology, anat- 
omy, physiology, biochemistry and marine biology. 

Physics emphasizes solutions of physical problems using es- 
tablished physical laws and the principles of geometry and trig- 
onometry. This course should be of interest to those who wish to 
know more about the physical universe. 

By the time one graduates from LHS, he has had at least one fun 
science class if not all of them. If the courses are not exciting at least 


the teachers are.

Male students have never had it so lucky at Lexington High 
School.

Courses offered at 
Vo-Tech include Auto Servicing, Small Engine Repair, Auto Body I 
and II, Electronics I and II, Food Occupations I and II, and Health 
Careers I and II. 

Auto Servicing is offered to grade levels ten through twelve, and 
the student receives three credits for the class. Automotive servicing 
is designed to prepare students for employment at service stations 
and in related occupations. Students learn to make minor repairs 
including engine tune up and routine maintenance procedures. 

Small Engine Repair is also offered to sophomores, juniors, and 
seniors. This course specializes in the repair of lawn mowers, gar- 
den tractors, and other small engines. 

Auto Body I is offered to juniors and teaches manipulative skills 
relating to oxyacetylene welding. They also restore parts for metal 
finishing with plastic fillers and do the alignment of hoods, doors, 
and trunk lids. The students learn how to mask a vehicle so that they 
can spray paint it. Auto Body II is a continued instruction in the 
manipulative skills of welding, brazing, and cutting metal com- 
ponents. 

Auto Mechanics I is offered to juniors and includes a ‘“hands-on” 
program of instruction for learning the theory of internal combus- 
tion engines, using and identifying tools, recognizing engine parts, 
and lubricating and tuning engines. Auto Mechanics II is offered to 
seniors who have already taken Auto Mechanics I. Auto Mechanics 
II is a more advanced program that continues the development of 
skills taught in Automotive Mechanics I. An on-the-job training op- 
tion is offered in the second semester for those students who desire 
to work and train in local automotive related businesses.

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Building Trades I is a course that gives students an opportunity 
develop entry-level skills in block and brick laying, carpentry, blu! 
print reading, material estimating, and residential wiring. Buildir! 
Trades II concentrates on the entry level skills needed for the coi 
struction of storage sheds and small single family dwellings. 

To take Electronics I a student must have completed Algebra. 
Instruction is given in safety practices, basic electronic theory, ci 
cuitry, transistors, semiconductors, solid state, and various kinds: 
testing and measuring instruments used in electronics. In Electroi 
ics II, the student will be required to write programs, draw flo 
charts and run them on the lab computers. This, in conjunction wit 
Electronics I, will prepare students for entry-level jobs in industr 
military service, or government services as entry-level Electronii 
Technicians. 

Food Occupations I is the first year of a two-year occupations pr: 
gram designed to develop skills for entry-level training for emplo” 
ment as a short-order cook, caterer’s helper, cafeteria and lund] 
room worker, chef's helper, and other food-related positions. ] 
Food Occupation II, the student is required to have on-the-job trail 
ing. 

Health Careers I is an occupational preparation course offered 
the eleventh grade level. Development of basic skills common - 
several assisting health careers is emphasized. Students study boc 
structure and function, principles of health and patient care sy 
tems. Health Careers II places emphasis on training for assistir 
doctors, nurses, and therapists with patient rehabilitation, carir 
for the elderly, and preparing the patient for examination.

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One Thing In Common 


All freshmen and sophomores have one thing in common other than 
being underclassmen. At one point or another during the average school 
day, freshmen and sophomores go into the locker room and change from 
their civilian clothes into their gym uniform. An ordinary pair of red shorts 
and a white shirt, both with Lexington’s logo on the right side, make up the 
uniform that the student must wear. 

For 15 days, students participate in various kinds of sports. Not only do 
students play basketball, football, field hockey, and wiffle ball, but they are 
also taught the fundamentals of teamwork. Both freshmen and sopho- 
mores dread the inevitable Physical Fitness Tests that occur twice a year. 
These tests include sit-ups, pull ups, the V-stretch and of course the run- 
ning of the mile. Joanna Martin, a sophomore, commented about P.E., “I 
think P.E. is a very stimulating course. I will miss it next year, but I can walk 
away with the skills I need for my future profession as a professional hang 
glider/basketball player.” 

After fifteen days students switch from taking active P.E. to the class- 
room. Freshmen take First Aid and learn to give basic CPR as well as learn- 
ing how to apply a tourniquet. After completing First Aid, Heather Bryan 
said, “I feel safer now, knowing if an accident should ever occur, I could 
give First Aid to a stranger and maybe even save his life.” 

Most sophomores look forward to taking their classroom part of P.E. It is 
at this time while in the classroom that sophomores learn the basic laws 
and rules for driving an automobile on the streets and roads of Virginia 
Once students reach the age of 15 years and 8 months, they may go to the 
DMV and take a written test. If they pass, the students get their learner’s 
permit. The students then sign up for Behind the Wheel. Coaches Brown 
and Mays teach Behind the Wheel to sophomores who are ready for in- 
struction. After completing Behind the Wheel, the students then make a 
return visit to the DMV where they complete a road test. The students then 
get their licenses and are set free on the open road.
